MR.  PHILLIPS’  SPEECH. 

We  are  indebted  to  a friend  for  Gar- 
rick’s Dublin  Morning  Post,  of  July  12, 
ontaining  another  specimen  of  Irish  elo- 
quence, in  a speech  made  by  Mr.  Phil- 
ips, in  a case  of  crim.  con.  tried  at  the 
;ourt  of  common  pleas  ill  Dublin  on  the 
9th  of  July  last.  The  plantiff  was  Mark 
Browne,  Est;.  and  the  defendant  Martin 
Joseph  Blake.  The  action  was  brought 
for  criminal  conversation  with  the  plain- 
tiff’s wife.  The  damages  were  laid  at 
thirty  thousand  pounds.  Such  scenes  oi 
high  life  were  disclosed  in  the  course  of 
the  trial,  which  lasted  two  days,  as  to  dis- 
gust both  court  and  jury.  After  the 
counsel  had  finished  summing  up,  the 
judge,  lord  Norburv,  told  the  jury  that  a 
verdict  for  either  party  would  satisfy 
him,  and  that  they  were  at  full  liberty  to 
find  whatever  verdict. they  pleased.  The 
jury  retired  for  eight,  minutes,  and  then 
returned  into  court  with  a verdict  of  six- 
pence. costs  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Phillips,  in  stating  the  case  for 
tlie  plaintiff,  spoke  to  the  follow  ing  ef- 
fect : 

Mj  I.ord  and  Gentlemen , 

I am  instructed  by  the  plaintiff  to  lay 
.is  case  before  you,  and  little  do  I won 
tier  at  the  great  interest  which  it  seems 
to  have  excited.  It  is  one  oi  those  casts 


" to  besaei 
confidence  by  which  the  bitterness  of this 
ale  is  sweetened,  is  to  become  the  instru* 
ment  of  a perfidy  beyond  conception  j 
and  whether  the  protection  of  the  roof, 
the  fraternity  of  the  board,  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  altar,  and  tlie  devotion  of  the 
heart, "are  to  be  so  many  panders  to  the 
hellish  abominations  they,  should  have 
purified. — Hear  the  case  which  must  go 
forth  to  the  world,  but  which  I trust  in 
God  your  verdict  will  accompany,  to  tell 
that  world,  that  if  there  was  vice  enough 
amongst  us  to  commit  the  crime,  there 
is  virtue  enough  to  brand  it  with  an  in- 
dignant punishment. 

Of  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Browne,  it  is  quite 
impossible  but  you  inns'  have  heard 
much — .is  misfc  rtiine  has  given  him  a 
sad  celebrity,  and  it  does  not  seem  a pe- 
culiar incident  tosuchmislortune  that  the 
lossof  happines  is  almost  invariably  suc- 
ceeded by  the  deprivation  of  character. 
As  the  less  guilty  murderer  will  hide 
the  corse  that  may  lead  to  his  detection, 
so  does  the  adulterer,  by  obscuring  the 
reputation  of  his  victim,  seek  to  diminish 
the  moral  responsibility  he  has. incurred. 
Mr.  Browne  undoubtedly  forms  no  ex- 
ception to  this  system — betrayed  by  his 
friend, and  abandoned  by  hiswife,  his  too 
generous  confidence,  his  too  tender  love 
have  been  slanderously  perverted  into 
the  source  cf  his  calamity — because  fie 
could  not  tyrannize  over  her  whom  he 
dored,  he  was  careless  ; because  he 
could  not  suspect  him  in  whom  he  truss- 
ed, he  was  careless  ; and  crime  in  the  in- 
fatuation of  its  cunning  found  its  justifi- 
cation even  in  the  virtues  of  its  \ iotim-l 
I am  not  deterred  by  tlie  prejudice  thus 
cruelly  excited — I appeal  from  the  gos- 
siping credulity  of  scandal  to  the  grave 
decisions  of  fathers  and  husbands,  and  T 
implore  of  you,  as  you  value  tire  blessings 
of  your  home,  not  to  countenance  tlie 
calumny  which  solicits  a precedent  to 
excuse  their  spoliation.  At  the  close, 
of  the  year  1 809,  the  death  of  my  client’s 
father  gave  him  the  inheritance  of  am- 
ple fortune.  Of  all  the  joys  i is  prosper- 
ity created,  there  was  none  but  vcilded  to 
tlie  extacy  of  sharing  it  with  her  he  loved, 
the  daughter  of  his  fathev’s  ancient  friend, 
the  respectable  proprietor  of  Oran  castle.. 
She  was  then  in  the  very  spring  of  life, 
and  never  did  the  sun  of  heaven  unfold  a 
lovelier  blossom — her  look  was  beauty, 
and  her  breath  was  fragrance — the  eye 
that  saw  her  caught  a lustre  from  tire 
vision  ; and  all  the  virtues  seemed  to 
linger  round  her,  like  so  many  spotless 
spirits  enamoured  of  her  loveliness. 

V Yes,  she  was  good  as  site  was  fair, 

None,  none  oii  earth  above  her. 

As  pure  ill  thought  as  angels  are. 

To  see  her,  was  to  love  her.” 

What  years  of  tongueless  transport 
might  not  her  happy  husband  have  anti- 
cipated? What  one  addition  could  her 
beauties  gain  to  render  them  all  perfect '. 
In  the  connubial  rapture  there  was  oifiy 
one,  and  she  was  blessed  With  it.  A love- 
ly family  .of  infant  children  gave  her  the 
consecrated  name  of  mother,  and  with  it

all  that  heaven  can  give  of  interest  to 
this  world’s  worthlessness.  Can  the 
mind  imagine  a more  delightful  vision 
than  that  of  such  a mother,  thus  young, 
thus  lovely,  thus  beloved,  blessing  a hus- 
band’s heart,  basking  in  a World’s  smile;, 
and  while  she  breathed  into  her  1' 
ones,  the  moral  light,  shewing  t 
that  robed  in  all  the  light  of  beam 
was  still  possible  for  their  virtues  t< 
it  into  the  shade-  Year  after  year  of 
piness  rolled  on, and  every  year  butt 
to  their  love,  a pledge  to  make  it 
pier  than  the  former.  Without  ami 
but  her  husband’s  love,  without  on< 
ject  but  her  children’s  hapiness, 
lovely  woman  circled  in  her  orbi 
bright,  all  beauteous  in  the  prosp 
hour,  and  if  that  hour  e’er  dark 
only  beaming  the  brighter  and  the 
lier.  What  human  hand  could  m 
pure  a picture  ! What'  punishment  i 
adequately  visit  its  violation  !

It  was  indeed  the  summer  of 
lives,  and  with  it  came  the  swarm  of 
mer  friends,  that  revel  in  the  sun-:

High  and  honored  in  that  crowd — 
gay,  most  cherished,  most  profes 
stood  the  defendant,  Mr.  Blake, 
was  the  plaintiff ’s-dearest,  fondest  fri 
to  dvery  pleasure  called,  in  every 
consulted,  his  day’s  companion,  and 
evening  guest,  his  constant,  trusted, 
som  confidant,  an  under  guise  ol  all 
human  nature  ! he  was  his  feilest,  d 
liest,  final  enemy  !

It  is  not 
ine  to  libel  an  occupation  which  the  h, 
cst,  and  noblest,  and  most  illustrion. 
throughout  the  empire,  countenance  byj 
their  adoption,  w inch  fashion  and  virtue 
grace  by  their  attendance,  and  in  which 
peers  and  legislators  and  princes  arc  no,; 
ashamed  to  appear  conspicuous.  But  if 
the  morality  that  countenances  it  be 
doubtful,  by  what  epithet  shall  we  desig- 
nate that  .which  would  make  it  an  apolo- 
gy for  the  most  profligate  of  offences  ? 
liven  if  Mr.  Browne’s  pursuits  were 
ever  so  erroneous,  was  it  for  his  bosom 
friend  to  take  advantage  of  them  to  ruin 
him  ? On  this  subject  it  is  sufficient  for 
me  to  remark,  that  under  circumstances 
of  prosperity  or  vicissitude,  was  their 
connubial  happiness  ever  ever,  remotely 
clouded  ? In  fact,  the  plaintiff  disregard- 
ed  even  the  amusements  that  deprived 
him  of  her  society.  -He  took  a house 
for  her  in  the  vicinity  of  Kildare,  furnish- 
ed it  with  all  that  luxury  could  require, 
and  afforded  her  the  greatest  of  all 
luxuries,  that  of  enjoying  and  enhancing 


lovely  light  shines  forth  to  cheer  him,  an 
emblem  and  an  emanation  of  the  heavens  !

Now,  gentlemen,  if  this  be  proved  to  you 
here  I take  my  stand,  and  I say,  under 
no  earthly  circumstances,  can  a justifi- 
cation of  the  adulterer  be  adduced.  No 
matter  with  what  delinquent  sophistry  he 
may  blaspheme  through  its  palliation, 
God  ordained,  nature  cemented,  happi- 
msscon -"crated,  that  celestial  union,  and 
it  is  complicated  treason  against  God 
and  man,  and  society,  to  intend  its  viola- 
tion. The  social  compact,  through  every 
fibre,  trembles  at  its  consequences;  not 
only  policy ’but  law,  not  only  law  but 
nature,  not  only  nature  but  religion,  dep- 
recate and  denounce  it ; parent  and  off- 
spring ; youth  and  age  ; the  dead  from 
the  tombs  ; the  child  from  its  cradle  ; 
creatures  scarce  alive,  and  creatures  still 
unborn  ; the  grandsire  shivering  on  the 
verge  of  death  ; the  infant  quickening  in 
the  mother’s  womb  ; all  with  one  assent 
re-echo  God,  and  execrate  adultery  ! 1 
say,  then,  where  it  is  once  proved  that 
husband  and  wife  live  together  in  a state 
of  happiness,  no  contingency  on  which 
the  sun  can  shine,  can  warrant  any  man 
in  attempting  their  separation.  Did  they 
do  so  ? That  is  imperatively  your  first 
consideration.  I only  hope  that  all  the 
hearts  religion  has  joined  together,  may 
ha\e  enjoyed  the  happiness  that  they  did. 
1 heir  married  state,  was  one  continued 
honey-moon  ; and  if  ever  cloud  arose 
to  dim  it,  before  love’s  sigh  it  (led,  and 
left  its  orb  the  brighter.  Prosperous  and 
wealthy,  fortune  had  no -charms  for  Mr. 
Browne,  but  as  it  blessed  the  object  of 
bis  affections.  She  made  success  de- 
lightful ; she  gave  his  wealtn  its  value. 
The  most  splendid  equipages  ; toe  most 
costly  luxuries;  the  richest  retinue  ; all 
that  vanity  could  invent  to  dazzle ; all 
that  affection  could  devise  to  gratify, 
were  lifer's,  and  thought  too  vile  for  her 
enjoyment.  Great  as  his  fortune  was, 
bis  love  outslione  it,  and  it  seems  as  if 
fortune  Was  jealous  of  the  performance. 
Proverbially  capricious,  she  withdrew 
her  smile,  and  left  him  shorn  almost  of 
every  thing  except  liis  love,  and  the  fidel- 
ity t.'iat  crowned  it. 

The  hour  of  adversity  is  woman’s  hour ; 
in  the  full  blaze  of  fortune’srich  meridian, 
her  modest  beam  retires  from  vulgar  no- 
tice ; but  when  the  clouds  of  wo  collect 
around  us,  and  shades  and  darkness  dim 
the  wanderer’s  path,  that  chaste  and 


ol  ms  menu  ; he  encouraged  every  re- 
ciprocity of  intercourse  between  thefe-j 
males  ; and  to  crown  all,  that  no  possible! 
suspicion  might  attach  to  him,  he  seldom 
travelled  without  his  Domestic  Chaplain! 
Now,  if  it  shall  appear  tnat  all  this  was 
only  a screen  for  his  adultery  ; that  he 
took  advantage  of  his  friend’s  misfortune! 
to  seduce  the  wife  of  his  bosom  ; that  he ! 
affected  confidence  only  to  betray  it ; that; 
he  perfected  the  wretchedness  he  pre-1 
tended  to  console,  and  that  in  the  midst1 
of  poverty  he  has  left  his  victim,  friend-1 
less,  hopeless,  companionless ; a husband 
without  a wife  and  a father  without  a | 
child.  GraciousGod  ! is  itnot  enough  to 
turn  Mercy  herself  into  an  executioner!! 
You  convict  for  murder;  here  is  the  hand1 
that  murdered  innocence  ! You  convict 
for  treason;  here  is  the  vilest  disloyalty 
to  friendship!  You  convict  for  robbery; 
here  is  one  who  plundered  virtue  of  her 
dearest  pearl,  and  dissolved  it  even  in 
the  bow  1 that  hospitality  held  out  to  him  ! 
They  pretend  that  he.  is  innocent ! Oh 
effrontery  the  most  unblushing!  Oh 
vilest  insult,  added  to  the  deadliest  inju- 
ry. Oh  base,  detestable,  and  damnable! 
lypocrisy ! Of  the  fi.ial  testimony  it  is 
true  enough  their  cunning  has  deprived 
us  ; but  under  Providence,  I shall  pour 
upon  this  baseness  such  a flood  of  light, 
that  I will  defy,  not  the  most  honorable] 
man  merely, but  theniost  charitable  scep- 
tic, to  touch  the  Holy  Evangelists,  and; 
say,  by  their  sanctity,  it  has  not  been  com- 1 
mitted.  Attend  upon  me,  now.  Gentle- 
men, step  by  step,  and  with  me  rejoice, 
that,  no  matter  how  cautious  may  be  the  | 
conspiracies  of  guilt,  there  is  a Power 
above  to  confound  and  to  discover  them. 

On  the  27th  of  last  January,  Mary! 
Hines,  one  of  the  domestics,  received' 
directions  from  Mrs.  Browne,  to  have 
breakfast  ready  very  early  on  the  ensu- 
ing morning,  as  the  defendant,  then  on  a 
visit  to  the  house,  expressed  an  inclina- 
tion to  go  out  to  hunt.  She  was  accord- 
ingly brushing  down  the  stairs  at  a very 
early  hour,  when  she  observed  the  ban- ! 
Jlo  of  the  door  stir,  and  fearing  the  noise 
nad  disturbed  her  mistress,  ran  hastily 
down  stairs  to  avoid  her  displeasure.— 
She  remained  below  about  three  quar- 
ters of  an  hour,  when  her  mister’s  bell 
ringing  violently  she  hastened  to  answer 
it.  He  asked  her  in  sonic  alarm  where 
her  mistress  was?  Naturally  enough  as-i 
tonisned  at  such  a question  at  such  an' 
hour,  sac  said  she  knew  not,  but  would 
go  down  and  see  whether  or  not  she  was 
in  the  parlor.  Mr.  Browne,  however, 
had  good  reason  to  be  alarmed,  for  she 
was  so  extremely  indisposed  going  to 
bed  at  night,  that  an  express  stood  actu- 
ally prepared  to  bring  medical  aid  from 

Galway,  unless  she  appeared  better 

Vn  unusual  depression,  both  of  mind  and 
oodv,  preyed  upon  Mrs.  Browne  on  the 
preceding  evening.  Sue  frequently  burst 
into  tears,  threw  her  arms  round  her 
msband  s neck,  saying  that  she  was  sure 
another  month  would  separate  her  for- 
ever from  him  and  her  dear  children.  It 
was  no  accidental  omen.  Too  surely 
the  warning  of  Providence  was  upon  her. 
When  the  maid  tvas  going  down,  Mr. 
Blake  appeared  at  Ids  door  totally  un- 
dressed, and  in  a tone  of  much  confusion, 
desired  that  his  servant  should  be  sent  up 
to  him.  She  went  down — as  she  was 
about  to  return  from  her  ineffectual 
search,  she  heard  her  master’s  voice  in 
the  most  violent  indignation,  and  almost 
immediately  after,  Mrs.  Browne  rushed:

that  one  night,  so  far  back  as  tne

.ng  the  beds,  she  saw  Mr.  Blake 
come  up  stairs,  look  cautio  isiy  about 
him,  go  to  Mrs.  Browne’s  bed  room  door, i 
and  tap  at  it;  that  immediately  after, 
Mrs.  Browne  went,  with  no  other  cover- 
ing than  her  shift,  to  Mr.  Blake’s  bed- 
chamber, where  the  guilty  parties  lock- 
ed tnemselves  up  together.  Terrified; 
and  astonished,  the  maid  retired  to  the] 
servants’  apartments,  and  in  about  a quar-' 
ter  after,  she  saw  Mrs.  Browne  in  tne' 
same  habiliments  return  from  the  bed- 
room of  Blake  into  her  husband’s.  Gen- 
tlemen, it  was  by  one  of  those  accidents 
which  so  often  accompany  and  occasion 
tiie  development  of  guilt,  that  we  have 
arrived  at  this  evidence.  It  was  very  na-. 
tural  that  she  did  not  wish  to  reveal  it; 
very  natural  that  she  did  wish  not  sitier 
to  expose  her  mistress,  or  to  afflict  her 
unconscious  master  with  the  recital ; ve- 
ry natural  that  sue  did  not  desire  to  be 
the  instrument  of  so  frightful  a discove- 
ry. However,  when  sue  found  that  con- 
cealment was  out  of  the  question  ; that 
this  action  tvas  actually  in  progress,  and 
that  tne  guilty  delinquent  was  puluicly 
triumphing  in  the  absence  of  proof,  and 
though  an  herd  of  slanderous  dependents, 
cruelly  viilifying  the  character  of  his 
victim ; see  sent  a friend  to  Mr.  Brotvne, 
and  in  his  presence,  and  tnat  of  two  o- 
thers,  solemnly  discovered  her  melan- 
choly information.  Gentlemen,  I do 
entreat  you  to  examine  tnis  woman, 
though  site  is  an  uneducated  peasant,  with 
all  severity,  because,  if  she  speaks  the 
truth,  I think  you  will  agree  with  m -, 
that  so  horrible  a complication  of  ini  [ui- 
ty  never  disgraced  tne  annals  of  a court 
of  justice.  He  had  just  risen  from  tne 
table  of  his  friend  ; he  left  nis  own  bro- 
ther and  ttiat  friend  behind  him,  and  e- 
ven  from  the  very  board  of  his  hospitali- 
ty, lie  proceeded  to  the  defilement  of  his 
bed  I Of  mere  adultery  I had  heard  be- 
fore. It  was  bad  enough ; a breach  of 
all  law,  religion  and  morality;  but — 
what  shall  I call  this?  that  seduced  in- 
nocence, insulted  misfortune ; betrayed 
friendship  ; violated  hospitality  ; tore  up 
the  very  foundations  of  human  nature, 
and  hurled  its  fragments  at  the  violated 
altar,  as  if  to  bury  religion  beneath  the 
ruins  of  society  1 Oh,  it  ,i*  guilt  might 
put  a Djemon  to  the  blush  ! 

Does  our  proof  rest  here  ? No,  though 
the  mind  must  be  sceptical  that  after  this' 
could  doubt.  A guilty  correspondehce 
was  carried  on  between  the  parries,  and 
though  its  contents  were  destroyed  by 
Mrs.  Browne,  on  the  morning  of  the  dis-; 
covery,  still  we  shall  authenticate  the1 
tact.  You  shall  hcaritfrom  every  mes- 
senger they  entrusted;  you  shall  hear! 
from  him  too,  that  the  wife  anj  the! 
adulterer  both  bound*  him  to  the  ut- 
most secresy,  at  once  establishing  their 
own  collusion  and  their  victim’s  igno- 
rance ; proving,  by  the  very  anxiety  for 
concealment,  the  impossibility  of  con- 
nivance ; so  true  it  is  that  the  conviction 
of  guilt  will  even  proceed  from  the  stra- 
tagem for  its  security.  Does  our  proof 
rest  here  ? No— you  shall  have  it  from] 
a gentleman  of  unimpeachable  veracit’v, 
that  the  defendant  himself  confessed  the 
discovery  in  his  bed-room ; “ I will  save 
him,”  said  he,  “ the  trouble  of  proving 
it ; she  was  in  her  shift,  and  I was  in  my 
shirt.  I know  very  well  a jury  will  a- 
ward  damages  against  me  ; ask  Browne 
will  he  agree  to  compromise  it  ? he  owes 
me  some  money,  and  I will  give  him  the 
overplus  in  horses!”  Can  you  imagine] 
any  thing  more  abominable  ? lie  seduc-j 
ed  from  his  friend  the  idol  of  his  soul. 


and  the  mother  of  bis  children,  and 
when  he  was  writhing  under  the  recent 
wound,  he  deliberately  offers  him  brutes 
in  compensation  1 I will  not  depreciate 
this  cruelty  by  any  comment ; yet  the 
very  brute  he  would  barter  for  that  un- 
natural mother,  would  have  lost  its  life 
rather  than  desert  its  offspring.  Now, 
gentlemen,  what  rational  mind  but  must 
spurn  the  asseveration  of  innocence  after 
this  ? Why  the  anxiety  about  the  wri- 
ting desk  ? Why  a clandestine  corr„ 
pondence  with  her  husband’s  friend  ? — 
Why  remain  at  two  different  periods,  for 
a quarter  of  an  hour  together,  in  a gen- 
tleman’s bed  chamber,  with  no  other 
habiliment, ‘at  one  time,  than  her  bed- 
dress,  at  another,  than  her  shift.  Is  this 
customary  with  the  married  females  of 
this,  country  ? Is  this  to  be  a precedent 
for  our  wives  and  daughters,  -sanctioned 
too  by  you,  their  parents  and  husbands  ? 
Why  did  he  confess  that  a verdict  of 
damages  must  go  against  him,  and  make 
the  offer  of  that  unfeeling  compromise*? 
Was  it  because  he  was  innocent  r The 
very  offer  was  a judgment  by  default, 
a distinct,  undeniable  corroboration  of 
his  guilt.  Was  it  that  the  female  cha- 
racter should  not  suffer?  Could  there  be 
a more  trumpet-tongued  proclamation  of 
her  criminality  ? Are  pur  witnesses  sub- 
orned ? Let  his  army  of  counsel  sift  and 
torture  them.  Can  they  prove  it?  Oh 
yes,  if  it  be  proveable.  Let  them  pro- 
duce her  brother;  in  our  hands,  a damn- 
ing proof  to  be  sure;  but  then  frightful, 
afflicting,  unnatural — in  theirs  the  most 
consolatory  and  delightful,  the  vindica- 
tion of  calumniated  innocence,  and  that 
innocence,  the  innocence  of  a sister. — 
Such  is  t ie  leading  outline  of  our  evi- 
dence ; evidence  which  you  will  only 
wonder  is  so  convincing  in  a case  whose 
very  nature  presupposes  the  most  cau- 
tious secresy.  The  law,  indeed,  gen- 
tlemen, duly  estimating  the  difficulty 
of  final  proof  in  this  species  of  action,  has 
recognized  the  validity  of  inferential 
evidence,  but  on  that  subject  his  lord 
ship  must  direct  you. 

Do  they  relv  then  on  the  ground  of  in- 
noccncy  ? If  they  do,  I submit  to  you 
on  the  authority  of  the  law,  that  inferen- 
tial evidence  is  quite  sufficient  ; and  on 
the  authority  of  reason,  that  in  this  par 
ticular  case,  the  inferential  testimony 
amounts  to  demonstration.  Amongst  the 
innumerable  calumnies  afloat,  it  has  been 
hinted  to  me  indeed,  that  they  mean  to 
rely  upon  what  they  denominate  the  in- 
discretion of  the  husband..  The  moment 
they  have  the  hardihood  to  resort  to  that 
they,  of  course,  abandon  all  denial  of 
delinquency,  and  even  were  it  fully  prov- 
ed, it  is  then  worth  your  most  serious 
consideration,  whether  you  will  tolerate 
such  a defence  as  that.  It  is  in  my  mind 
beyond  all  endurance,  that  any  man 
should  dare  to  come  into  a court  of  jus- 
tice, and  on'  the  shadowy  pretence  of 
what  ne  may  term  carelessness,  ground 
tae  rflost8lbstanti.il  and  irreparable  in- 
jury. \ gainst  tae  unmanly  principle  of 

conjugal  severity,  in  tne  name  of  civi- 
lized society,  I solemnly  protest.  It  is 
not  fitted  for  tiie  meridian,  and  I hope, 
will  never  amalgamate  itself-  with  the 
manners  of  tnis  country ; it  is  the  most 
ungenerous  and  insulting  s spicion,  re- 
duced into  tne  most  unmanly  and  despot- 
ic practice. 

Let  barbarous  nations  whose  inhuman  Tove 
Is  wild  ilesiie,  tierce  as  tile  sun  they  feel ; 

Let  Eastern  tyrants  from  the  light  of  Heaven 
Seclude  their  bosom  slaves,  meanly  possessed 
Of  a mere  lifeless,  violated  form — 

While  those  whom  love  cements  in  holy  faith, 
Anil  equal  transport,  free  as  nature  live, 
Disdaining  fear.” 

But  once  establish  the  principle  of  this 
domestic  censors  rip,  and  then  tell  me 
w ere  it  is  to  begin  ? Where  is  it  to  end  ? 
W .io  snail  bound  it  ? Who  shall  preface 
it?  By  wiiat  hitherto  undiscovcrablc  stan- 
dard snail  we  regulate  the  shades  be- 
tween solemnity  and  levity  ? Will  you 
permit  this  impudent  espionage  upon 
your  households ; upon  the  hallowed  pri- 
vacy of  your  domestic  hours ; and  for 
what  purpose?  Why,  that  the  seducer 
and  adulterer  may  calculate  the  securi- 
ty of  his  cold  blooded  libertinism  ! that 
he  miy  steal  like  an  assassin  upon  your 
hours  of  relaxation,  anti  convert  perhaps 
your  confidence  into  the  instrument  of 
your  ruin!  If  this  be  once  permitted  as 
a ground  of  j ustification,  we  may  bid 
farewell  at  once  to  all  the  delightful  in- 
tercourse of  social  life.  Spuniin«-  as  I 
do  at  this  odious  system  of  organized 
distrust,  suppose  tne  admission  made, 
tnat  my  client  was  careless,  indiscreet, 
culpable,  if  they  will,  in  his  domestic 
regulations  ; is  it  therefore  to  be  endur- 
ed, that  every  abandoned  burglar  should 
seduce  his  wife  or  violate  his  daughter  ? 
Is  it  to  be  endured,  that  Mr.  Blake, 
of  all  men,  should  rely  on  such  an 
infamous  aid  convenient  extenuation! 
He — nis  friend,  his  guest,  his  confidant,, 
he  who  introduced  a spotless  sister  to  this 
attainted  intimacy  ; shall  he  say,  I asso 
dated  'Vitn.  you  hourly  ; I affected  your 
familiarity  for  many  years;  I accompa- 
nied my  domesticated  minister  of  reli- 
gion to  your  family ; I almost  natural- 
ized  tne  nearest  female  relative  I had  on 
earth,  unsullied  and  unmarried  as  she  was, 
within  your  household  ; but — you  fool — 
it  was  only  to  turn  it  into  a brothel !. 
Merciful  God,  will  you  endure  him  when 
he  tells  you  thus,  that  he  is  on  the  watch 
to  prowl  upon  the  weakness  of  humani- 
ty, and  audaciously  soiicits  your  charter 
for  such  libertinism  ? 

I have  heard  it  asserted  also,  that  they 
mean  to  arraign  the  husband  as  a conspi- 
rator, because  in  the  hour  of  confidence 
and  misfortune,  he  accepted  a proffered 
pecuniary  assistance  from  the  man  he 
thought  Iris  friend.  It  is  true  he  did  so ; 
but  so,  I will  say,  criminally  careful  was 
he  of  his  interests,  that  he  gave  him  his 
bond,  and  made  him  enter  up  judgment 
on  that  bond,  and  made  him  issue  an  exe- 
cution on  that  judgment,  ready  to  be  le- 
3 ied  in  a day,  that  i.i  tiie  wreck  of  all,  the 


friend  of  his  bosom  should  at  least  be  in- 
demnified. It  was  my  impression  indeed, 
that  under  a lease  of  this  nature,  amongst 
honorable  men,  so  far  from  any  unwar- 
rantable privilege  created,  there  was  ra- 
ther a peculiar  delicacy  incumbent  on 
the  donor.  I should  have  thought  so 
still  but  for  a frightful  expression  of  one 
of  the  counsel  on  the  motion,  by  which 
they  endeavored  not  to  trust  a Dublin 
jury  with  this  issue.— What,  exclai.»3d 
they,  in  all  the  pride  of  their  execriAle 
instructions,  “ a poor  plaintiff  and  a rich 
defendant!  Is  there  nothing  in  that?”  No,- 
if  my  client’s  shape  does  not  belie  his 
species,  there  is  nothing  in  that.  I brave 
the  assertion  as  a calumny  on  human  na- 
ture— I call  on  you,  if  such  an  allegation 
be  repeated,  to  visit  it  with  vindictive  and 
overwhelming  damages  ? I would  ap- 
peal, not  to  this  civilized  assembly,  but 
to  an  horde  of  savages,  whether  it  is  pos- 
sible for  the  most  inhuman  monster  thus 
to  sacrifice  to  infamy,  his  character — nis 
wife— iris  home — nis  children  ! In  the 
name  of  possibility  I deny  it ; in  the  name 
of  humanity  I denounce  it;  in  the  name 
of  our  common  country,  and  our  com- 
mon nature,  I implore  of  the  learned 
counsel  not  to  promulgate  such  a slan- 
der upon  both — but  1 need  not  do  so  ; if 
the  zeal  of  advocacy  should  induce  them 
to  the  attempt,  memory,  would  array 
their  happy  homes  before  them — 
their  little  children  would  lisp  its  contra- 
diction— their  love — their  hearts— their 
instructive  feelings  as  fathers  and  as  hus- 
bands, would  rebel  within  them,  and 
wither  up  the  horrid  blasphemy  upon 
their  lips. 

They  will  find  it  difficult  to  palliate 
such  turpitude — I am  sure  I find  it  dif- 
ficult to  aggravate — It  is  in  itself  an  hy- 
perbole of  wickedness.  Honor,  inno- 
cence, religion,  friendship— all  that  is 
sanctified  or  lovely,  or  endearing  in  cre- 
ation— even  that  liailowed,  social,  snail 
I not  say  indigenous  virtue— that  blessed 
hospitality — .ivnich  foreign  envy  could 
not  deny,  or  foreign  robbery  despoil — 
which,  where  all  eise  had  perished,  cast  a 
bloom  on  our  desolation,  flinging. its  rich 
foliage  over  the  national  ruin,  as  if  to  aide 
the  monument,  wniie  it  gave  a shelter  to 
the  mourner — even  that  Withered  away 
before  that  .pestilence  ! .But  what  do  I 
say  ! was  virtue  merely  the  victim  of 
this  adulterer  ?— Worse,  worse — it  was 
iris  instrument — even  on  the  broken  ta- 
blet of  the  decalogue  did  he  whet  the  dag- 
ger for  his  social  assassination — .Wnfft 
will  you  say,  when  I inform  you,  tnat  a 
few  months  before  lie  went  deliberately 
to  the  baptismal  font  with  the  waters  of 
life  to  regenerate  the  infant  that,  too  well 
could  he  avouch  it,  had  been  born  in  sin, 
and  he  promised  to  teach  it  Christianity  ! 
And  he  promised  to  guard  it  against  “the 
fltsh  !”  And  lest  infinite  mercy  should 
overlook  the  sins  of  its  adulterous  father, 
seeking  to  make  his  God  his  pander,  he 
tried  to  damn  it  even  with  the  sacra- 
ment 1 1 Sec  then  the  horrible  atrocity 
of  this  case  as  it  touches  the  defendant ; 
but  how  can  you  count  its  miseries  as 
a ttaching  to  tne  plaintiff  I He  hassufl'er- 
d a pang  the  most  agonizing  to  human 
sensibility ; it  has  been  inflicted  by  his 
friend,  and  inflicted  beneath  his  root;  it 
commences  at  a period  which  casts  a 
doubt  on  the  legitimacy  6f  his  children, 
and  to  crown  all,  “ upon  aim  a son  is  born” 
even  since  the  separation,  upon  whom 
every  shilling  of  nis  estates  has  entailed 
by  settlement  ? What  compensation  can 
reprise  so  unparalleled  a sufferer? — 
IV hat  solitary  consolation  is  there  in  re- 
serve for  him!  Is  it  love?  Alas  there 
was  one  whom  he  adored  with  all  the 
heart’s  idolatry,  and  she  deserted  him. 
Is  it  friendship?  There  was  one  of  all 
the  world  whom  he  trusted,  and  that  one 
betrayed  him.  Is  it  society?  The  smile 
of  other’s  happiness  appears  hut  the  epi- 
taph of  his  own.  Is  it  solitude  ? Can  he 
be  alone  wniie  memory,  striking  on  the 
sepulchre  af  his  heart,  calls  into  exist- 
ence the  spectres  of  the  past.  Shall  he  j 
fly  for  refuge  to  his  “ sacred  home  !” — I 
Every  object  there  is  eloquent  of  his' 
ruin  ! Shall  he  seek  a mournful  solace  in' 
nis  children  ? O.i,  he  has  no  children; 
"there  is  the  little  favorite  tnat  she  nursed, 
and  there;  there;  even  on  its  guileless 
features;  there  is  the  horrid  smile  of  the 
adulterer ! ! 

O,  Gentlemen,  am  I this  day  only  the 
counsel  of  my  client ! no ; no ; I am  the 
advocate  of  humanity;  of  yourselves; 
your  homes;  your  wives;  your  families ; 
your  little  children ; 1 am  glad  that  tnis 
case  exhibits  such  atrocity ; unmarked 
as  it  is  by  any  mitigatory  feature,  it  may 
stop  the  frightful  advance  of  this  cala- 
mity; it  will  be  mot  now  and  marked  with 
vengeance  ; if  it  be  not,  farewell  to  the 
virtues  of  your  country ; farewell  to  all 
confidence  between  man  and  man;  fare- 
well to  that  unsuspicious  and  reciprocal 
tenderness,  without  which  marriage  is 
but  a consecrated  curse.  If  oaths  are  to 
be  violated;  laws  disregarded ; friend- 
snip  betrayed;  humanity  trampled;  na- 
tional and  individual  honor  stained ; and 
that  a jury  of  fathers,  and  of  husbands 
will  give  such  miscreancy  a passport  to 
their  homes,  and  wives  and  daughters ; 
farewell  to.  all  that  yet  remains  of  Ire- 
land 1 But  I will  not  cast  such  a dcubt 
upon  the  character  of  my  country.  A- 
gainst  the  sneer  of  the  foe,  and  the  scep- 
ticism of  the  foreigner,  I will  still  point 
to  the  domestic  virtues,  that  no  perfidy 
could  barter,  and  no  bribery  can  pur- 
chase, that  with  a Roman  usage,  at  once 
embellish  and  consecrate  households, 
giving  to  the  society  of  the  hearth  ail  the 
purity  of  the  altar  ; that  lingering  alike 
in  the  palace  and  the  cottage,  are  still  to 
be  found  scattered  over  this  land  ; the 
relic  of  what  sue  was  ; the  source  perhaps 
of  what  she  may  be  ; the  lone,  and  stately, 
and  magnificent  memorials,  that  rearing 
their  majesty  amid  surrounding  ruins 
serve  at  once  as  the  land  marks  of  de- 
parted glory,  and  the  models  by  which 
the  future  may  be  erected. 

Preserve  those  virtues  with  a vestal 


fidelity;  mark  this  day  by  your  Verdict, 
your  horror  at  their  profanation,  and  be- 
lieve me,  when  the  hand  which  records 
that  verdict  shall  be  dust,  and  the  tonguo 
that  asks  it  traceless  in  the  grave,  many 
an  happy  home  will  bless  its  conse- 
quences, and  many  a mother  teach  her 
little  child  to  hate  the  impious  treason 
ofadultery.  «

Extract  of  a letter  from  St.  Thomas  s 
to  a friend  in  Philadeljihih. 

“ IVc  have  received  very  favorable 
accounts  from  the  patriots  on  the  Main. 
They  are  in  possession  of  the  whole  pro- 
vince ol  Guayana,  and  General  Pcaz, af- 
ter rousing  the  pr  ovinces  ofCasanareand 
Socorro  in  New  Granada,  advanced  to 
the  river  Apure,  at  the  head  of  4000 
troops,  in  the  province  of  Caraccas.  The 
patriots  in  Margarittaare  now  displaying 
ail  their  patriotic,  energy  against  Mortlio 
and  his  5000  barbarians.-  Morillo  has 
recently  received  an  order  from  the  a- 
dored  Ferdinand,  to  put  to  death  all  the 
inhabitants  of  that  celebrated  island 
whom  he  may  meet  with  ; men,  women 
and  children.” 

SPANISH  OUTRAGE. 

( ST.  LOUIS,  SEPTKMBER  13. 

Mr.  Auguste  Chouteau,  with  Mr. 
De  Mun  and  their  companions,  after 
forty  eight  days  confinement  in  the  prison 
of  Santa  Fe,  returned  on  Sunday  last, 
to  their  rejoicing  families  and  friends. 

The  American  people,  and  particular- 
ly those  of  the  western  country,  will  hear 
with  indignation  and  astonishment,  that 
their  fellow  citizens  of  the  olJest  and 
most  respectable  families  of  Missouri, 
have,  on  the  head  waters  of  Arkansas, 
w ithin  the  U.  States  limits,  been  stripped 
of  their  property  by  a Spanish  Officer, 
and  compblled  ignominiously  to  kiss, 
upon  their  knees,  the  stupid  and  oppres- 
sive mandate  wi.ich  consigned  them  to 
chains  and  a dungeon  1 ! ! 

This  despot  of  Santa  Fe,  seems  to  be 
characterized  by  ignorance,  presump- 
tion and  brutality.  Ha  reca.s  the  remem- 
brance of  the  soldiers  of  Cortes  who  ty- 
ranized  in  that  country  300  years  ago 
On  tne  introduction  of^ur  townsmen  he 
accosted  them  with  a furious  grimace. 
“ I am  glad  to  see  you — you  are  very 
welcome — I shall  firobably  enough  huve 
your  heads  cut  off."  He  acted  besides, 
we  are  told,  under  the  real  or  pretended 
belief  that  the  Mississippi  continued  to 
be  the  boundary  between  the  United 
States  and  his  Catholic  Majesty,  and 
affected  to  speak  of  our  governor  with 
contempt  for  being  so  badiy  informed  in 
this  respect. 

Persons  of  understanding  and  manners, 
in  the  Spanish  Province,  and  indeed  in- 
dividuals of  every  description,  lamented 
the  causeless  oppressions  which  were 
heaped  with  so  much  wantonness  on 
tlusc  peaceful  and  unoffending  Mer- 
chants. They  were  engaged,  as  they  savj 
and  as  we  fully  believe,  in  theirusual  pur- 
suits, under  a license  from  tiie  governor 
of  Missouri  Ttrritory,  and  within  its 
heretofore acknowieged  boundaries;  and 
certainly  on  the  waters  which  fall  into 
the  Mississippi. 

We  know  not  what  indemnification 
can  be  made  to  tnose  gentlemen  for  their 
personal  sufferings,  but  we  are  very  sure 
that  our  government  will  take  prompt 
measures  with  tiie  Spanish  court  for  tne 
payment  of  a round  sum  of  money,  equal 
at  least  in  value  to  t le  property  of 
which  our  Merchants  have  been  desooil- 
led. 

We  hope  too  that  the  adored  Ferdinand 
will  be  instructed  by  this  affair  to  place 
men  of  sense,  if  not  of  hnmanity , at  the 
head  of  his  Provinces. 

IMPORTANT. 

NEW- YORK,  SEPT.  13. 

We  have  seen  a letter  from  a gentle- 
man at  Gibraltar,  dated  June  2 1,  stating, 
that  the  writer  had  conversed  with  an 
officer  belonging  to  the  United  States 
ship  Peacock,  just  arrived  at  that  place 
from  Algiers  and  Tunis.  From  the  lat- 
ter place  they  had  brought  our  Consul, 
Mr.  Anderson,  who  was  induced  to  leave 
there,  owing  to  his  having  been  treated 
in  a manner  that  would  not  justify  nis  re- 
maining longer  as  the  representative  of 
the’  United  States — Tne  Bey,  for  some 
time  previous  to  his  departure,  would  not 
permit  him  to  come  into  his  presence,  in  1 
consequence  of  his  refusing  to  kiss  his  j 
highness’s  hand.  He  has  also  detained 
there  an  American  citizen,  for  demand- 
ing payment  for  property  sold  his  High- 
ness to  the  amount  of  several  thousand/ 
dollars.  The  Peacock  left  them  getting 
their  fortifications  in  order,  and  if is  the 
general  opinion  that  there  will  be  a brush 
v.  ith  them,  soon  after  her  joining  thd 
squadron  at  Marseilles.  She  will  sail  as 
sbon  as  she  can.  get  a supply  of  provis- 
ions and  water. 

FROM  TIIE  SPANISH  MAIN.. 

A letter  in  the  Columbian  last  evening, 
from  a gentleman  at  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
dated  25th  July,  states  that  the  Patriets 
had  obtained  an  important  victory  o\)er 
the  Royalists  on  the  plains  of  Cassanare, 
killing  Gen.  Boyer,  and  a great  number 
of  officers  of  the  royal  troops.  A report 
was  current  that  an  insurrection  had 
broken  out  in  the  southern  part  of  New- 
Grenada. 

LATER  STILL. 

FROM  THE  CURRACOA  GAZETTE. 

By  the  arrival  of  the  British  Brig 
Mary- Ann,  captain  Wood,  from  Puerto 
Cabello,  we  are  enabled  to  lay  before  our 
readers  some  authentic  particulars  rela- 
tive to  the  late  expedition  which  arrived 
from  Spain,  of  which  we  have  heard  so 
many  contradictory  accounts.  It  appears 
then,  that  it  consisted  of  two  frigates  cf 
■>2  guns  each,  a sloop  of  war  of  22  guns 
each,  and  thirty  transports,  [several  of 


•which  were  armed  en  flute}  convoying 
3500  troops,  the  whole  having  disem- 
barked at  Cumana  about  the  end  o£  May. 
Early  in  June  gen.  Morillo  arrived  at 
Cumana  in  the  sloop  of  war  Baylen,  of 
24  guns,  accompanied  by  the  brigs 
Perignon  and  Jacintha,  of  18  guns  each. 
After  having  taken  the  command  of  the 
army,  and  having  subdued  Carriaco, 
Cumanacoa,  and  Carupano,  gen.  Moril- 
lo returned  to  Cumana,  I caving  garrisons 
ofCrcole  troops  toprotect  the  conquered 
places.  Col.  Xiniines  has  been  sent 
with  GOO  men  to  attack  Guira,  where 
some  patriot  forces  had  retired. 

These  dispositions  having  been  made, 
the  troops  from  Spain  were  re- embarked 
on  board  the  transports,  and  accompa- 
nied by  the  vessels  of  war  sot  sail  for  the 
island  of  Coche,  where  col.  Aldamc, 
who  commanded  2d  division  from  Bar- 
celona, having  joined  gen  Morillo,  the 
whole  proceeded  against  Margaritta.  A 
landing  was  effected  at  Port  North, 
where  the  Patriots  made  some  resistance. 
The  Spanish  loss  is  stated  at  9 men 
killed,  and  3 officers  wounded,  the  pat- 
riots losing  at  the  same  time  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  men.  Gen.  Morillo  sent 
a flag  of  truce  into  Pampatar,  and  it  is  as- 
serted that  the  officer  who  carried  it  was 
put  to  death.  The  place  was  immediate- 
ly stormed  and  taken  with  very  little  re- 
sistance, there  being  only  two  guns  in  the 
fort.  According  to  the-  last  account  re- 
ceived in  Puerto  Cabcllo,  the  Spaniards 
were  in  possession  of  the  whole  island, 
with  the  exception  of  the  mountainous 
parts  where  the  patriots  had  fled. 

raOMTIlE  CoKRACOA  GAZETTE  OF  AUG.  9. 

Letters  from  St.  Thomas  of  the  28th 
ult.  coming  from  very  respectable  sour- 
ces, furnish  us  with  the  following  intel- 
ligence received  there  by  late  arrivals 
from  Cumana  and  Margaritta,  whichour 
readers  will  perceive  is  in  direct  con- 
tradiction to  what  we  published  in  our 
last  relative  to  the  success  of  Gen.  Moril- 
lo. Under  such  circumstances  we  have 
experienced  much  difficulty  in  stating 
the  posture  of  affairs  on  the  Main,  but 
whether  in  the  present  case  the  accounts ; 
of  the  one  party  should  be  believed,  in 
preference  to  those  of  the  other,  we  shall 
leave  it  to  the  judgment  of  our  readers  to 
determine. 

“ The  expedition  directed  by  gen. 
Morillo  against  Margaritta  lias  met  with 
an  unfavorable  issue.  He  had  succeeded 
so  far  ih  landing  a considerable  number  of 
troops  near  the  bank  of  the  Arenas,  at 
the  same  time  that  his  squadron  w as 
menacing  Pampatar.  The  people  of 
Margaritta  concei  ved  this  to  be  a scheme 
of  the  enemy,  in  order  to  conceal  their 
real  intent,  which  was  safely  to  effect  a 
landing,  left  a garrison  at  Pampatar,  suf- 
ficient to  annoy  their  operations  in  this 
quarter,  and  marched  with  the  greatest 
part  of  their  forces  to  meet  the  invaders, 
who  had  introduced  themselves  by  way 
of  Arenas;  after  fortifying  their  heights 
with  some  good  corps  of  reserve,  the  In- 
dependents pushed  forward  towards  the 
shore,  posted  themselves  in  ambush,  and 
suffered  the  enemy  to  advance  unmo- 
lested, until  they  were  caught  in  the  cen- 
tre, in  the  middle  of  two  fires. 

“ The  surprise  of  the  enemy  was  such, 
that  according  to  the  accounts  of  the 
Patriots,  they  suffered  a most  extraordi- 
nary and  sanguinary  defeat,  and  fled  in 
great  disorder.  Their  loss  is  stated  at 
600  slain,  an  equal  number  ofwounded, 
who  were  conveyed  in  five  vessels  to  Cu- 
mana, a great  number  dispersed  in  the 
mountains,  who  Were  daily  made  priso- 
ners, and  some  drowned  in  the  confusion 
to  regain  their  ships.  Three  whole  days 
had  been  employed  by  the  victors  to  se- 
cure the  ammunition  abandoned  by  the 
loyalists,  and  it  is  asserted  that  none  of 
these  would  have  escaped  had  there  been 
time  for  the  cavalry  to  co-operate  to  ad- 
vantage. 

« Gen.  Marino,  drawing  a proper  ad- 
vantage from  this  victory,  and  from  the 
unprotected  state  in  which  gen.  Morillo 
had  abandoned  Cumana,  for  the  sake  of 
the  great  expedition  against  Margaritta, 
availed,  himself  of  the  opportunity  now 
offered  to  him  to  retake  Cgriaco  and 
Carupano,  and  advanced  against  Cuma- 
lia,  winch  place  was  reduced  to  a state  of 
Starvation 

“ A Spanish  corvette  has  run  aground 
on  Point  Aragua,  and  the  inhabitants  of 
Margaritta  were  actively  employed  to  get 
her  afloat,  as  an  acquisition  to  their 
navy. 

“ News  arrived  at  St.  Thomas  from 
Grenada,  Trinidad,  Barbadoes,  Marti- 
nique and  St.  Bartholomews,  confirmed 
\inifcrfnly  the  progress  of  the  Republi- 
can army  against  Guay  ana,  and  the  final 
reduction  of  that  place.  Admiral  3rion 
entered  the  Oronoco  with  the  squadron 
under  his  command,  and  made  some 
valuable  prizes.  Seven  flecheras  from 
Margaritta  fell  in  with,  and  completely 
destroyed  twenty  Spanish  vessels  in  the 
mouths  cf  that  river. 

“ The  Spanish  officer  who  had  taken 
Barcelona,  and  pm  every  one  of  its  in- 
, habitants  to  the  sword,  has  been  lately 
beatcnbyGen.  Zaraza  ; wh« besides  sur- 
prized a Spanish  garrison  of  250  men, 
in  the  town  of  San  Diego. 

“ A barrel  of  corn  is  worth  S *0  in 
. Cumana.” 

NEWS  FROM  AMELIA. 

OHAJU.ESTON,  SEPT.  12. 

An  Hermaphrodite  Brig, mounting  12 
k long  18  pounders,  calling  herself  the  Bu- 
enos  Ayrean  Government  vessel.  The 
;•  Congress,  late  tit fr-Calyfiso  of  Philadrl- 
.,  f/iia,  touched  off  our  bar  yesterday  with 
her  prize,  a Spanish  ship,  loaded  with 
sugar  and  coffee,  bound  from  Havana  to 
Cadiz.  Through  the  politeness  of  the 
■ pilot  that  boarded  her,  we  understand 
that  the  brig  with  her  prize, •proceeds 
immediately  to  Amelia  j and  that  the 
Captain  of  the  brig  informed  him,  that  he 
had  taken  five  other  prizes  during  his 


cruise,  and  had  ordered  them  all  for  that 
port. 

Just  as  our  paper  was  going  to  press, 
we  were  politely  favoured  with  the  fol- 
lowing Extract  of  a Letter,  received  this 
morning  from  St.  Mary’s,  dated  the  5th 
of  September : 

“ I had  some  business  which  called 
me  to  Feraandir.a,  this  morning.  On 
my  arrival  there  I was  s^rry  to-  find  the 
place  in  the  greatest  possible  state  of 
confusion.  Colonels  Posey  and  Parker 
had  resigned  their  commissions  two  days 
ago,  and  last  evening,  General  M‘Gre- 
gor  resigned  his  command  on  that  sta- 
tion, and  re -embarked  on  board  his  brig 
with  his  family  and  furniture.  Colonel 
Irvine  has  been  appointed  to  the  tempo- 
rary command,  and  a Council  of  Officers 
was  to  take  place,  to  determine  whether 
to  risque  a battle,  or  to  abandon  the  place 
peaceably.  The  Morgiana’s  men  and 
guns  have  arrived.  They  have  now 
three  armed  Brigs,  and  three  Schooners, 
besides  about  eighty  men,  besidesofficers, 
making  ninety -four  in  all ; and  military 
and  naval  stores  arrived  at  St.  M iry’s 
this  morning,  inthe  ship  Margaret,  from 
New-York:  so  that  if  the  Patriots  con- 
sider the  place  worth  holding,  their  force 
is  certainly  more  than  sufficient  for  that 
object. 

“ The  Spaniards  are  said  to  be  in  con- 
siderable force  at  Cedar  Point,  about  20 
miles  to  the  southward  of  Fernandina, 
waiting  for  some  transports,  with  ord- 
nance and  military  stores,  from  St.  Au- 
gustine. A few  Florida  militia  are  en- 
camped at  the  Orange  Grove  on  the  Main, 
in  view  of  Fernandina,  waiting  to  join  the 
Spanish  forces.  It  is  said,  and  generally 
believed,  that  Governor  Coppinger  will 
command  in  person. 

The  United  States’  brig  Saranac 
came  in  yesterday,  and,  I understand, 
will  remain  on  this  station.” 

The  United  States’  brig  Saranac  ar- 
rived at  St.  Mary's  on  the  4th  instant, 
and  a company  of  artillery,  equipped  as 
infantry,  has  been  some  weeks  at  Point 
Pctre  ; undoubtedly,  we  presume,  to 
protect  a frontier  seaport,  which  is  now, 
on  account  of  its  contiguity  to  contending 
forces,  particularly  necessary.

Our  mostHoly  Father, Pius  VII,  Pope, 
has  been  pieascd  te  direct  totne  venera- 
ble ciergy,  bolhsecuiar  and  regular,  of 
America,  a letter  of  exhortation,  ofwhich 
we  give  you  a litteral  copy  as  follows  : 

“ To  t..e  venerable  Archbishops  and 
Bishops,  and  to  the  beloved  sons  of  the 
Clergy  of  America, Subject  to  the  Catho- 
lic king  of  Spain;  Pius  VII,  Pope: 
Venerable  brothers  and  beloved  sons, 
greeting  with  our  apostolical  blessing  : 

“ Aitaough  we  are  separated  by  im- 
mense spaces  of  land  and  water,  we  aro 
well  acquainted  witn  your  piety  and  your 
zeal  in  tne  practice  and  preaching  of  the 
most  hoiy  religion  you  profess,  one  of 
the  principal  and  most  beautiful  precepts 
of  wnicn,  enjoins  submission  to  tne  supe- 
rior authorities.  We  do  not  doubt 
that  amidst  the  disturbances  of  those 
countries,  which  have  been  so  bitter  to 
our  heart,  you  have  not  ceased  to  instil 
into  the  minds  of  your  flock  the  just  and 
steady  hatred  with  which  it  ought  to  re- 
gard them.  Notwithstanding  our  being 
in  this  world  the  representative  of  the 
God  of  Peace  ; who  announced  by  his 
angeis  at  the  moment  of  his  birth  that 
he  was  coming  to  deliver  the  world 
from  the  -jvunny  ol  the  dcvi.s  ; we  have 
thought  it  incumbent  on  bur  ap  istolical 
duties,  (howsoever  unworthy  we  be  of 
the  occupation  of  them)  to  admonish  you 
more  and  more  by  this  letter  to  spare 
no  exertion  to  root  away  and  destroy 
completely  the  fatal  causes  of  troubles 
and  rebellions  which  the  enemy  of  man- 
kind has  sown  in  those  countries. 

“ You  will  easily  obtain  this  very  holy 
object,  if  each  of  you  demonstrate  to 
every  individual  of  your  flock,  with  all 
the  zeal  in  your  power,  the  terrible  and 
awfui  destruction  arising  from  rebellion  : 
If  they  represent  tne  illustrious  and 
singular  virtues  of  our  most  beloved  son 
in  Jesus  Christ,  Ferdinand,  your  Catho- 
lic king,  who  holds  nothing  more  valua- 
ble than  religion  and  the  happiness  of  his 
subjects : And  lastly,  if  they  bring  to 
their  view  the  sublime  and  immortal  ex- 
amples which  the  Spaniards  have  given 
to-  Europe,  in  overlooking  their  lives 
and  fortunes,  in  order  to  show  their  in- 
vincible attachment  to  their  faitl^and 
their  loyalty  to  their  sovereign.  RflMta- 
vour,  then,  venerable  brothcrs^ml  be- 
loved sons,  to  correspond  with  pleasure 
to  our  paternal  exhortations  and  wishes, 

| by  recommending  with  the  gicatest 
's'eabiiiess,  the  fidelity  and  obedience  due 
to  your  monarch  : Render  the  greatest

IQ0  A stated  meeting  of  the  “ Ken- 
tucky Society  for  the  Encourage- 
ment of  Domestic  Manufactures,” 
will  take  place  in  the  Court-House,  on 
Monday  next,  at  3 o’clock  P.  M.  The  se- 
veral Committees  previously  appointed 
will  submit  their  Reports,  and  other  pro- 
ceedings are  contemplated,  which  make  a 
full  meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  So- 
ciety desirable. 

Citizens  generally,  who  feel  interest- 
ed in  the  prosperity  and  independence  of 
their  country,  are  invited  to  attend. 

We  consider  the  eloquent  speech  of 
Mr.  Phillips,  the  great  Irish  advocate 
of  the  day,  in  the  case  of  Brown  against 
Blake,  which  our  readers  will  find  in 
this  paper,  as  one  of  the  best  produc- 
tions of  that  justly  far-famed  orator. 
There  tain  it  perhaps  less  of  imagery,  of 
flowers,  and  tropes,  and  figures,  but  more 
of  solid  argument,  and  of  strong  appeal 
to  the  noblest  feelings  of  our  nature, 
than  in  any  of  his  former  speeches.  The 
passage  in  which  he  represents  Mr. 
Browne’s  comfjrtless  situation,  is  pecu- 
liarly fine,  eloquent  and  touching.  «\Vhat 
solitary  consolation  is  there  in  reserve  for 
him?  Is  it  love?  Alas,  there  was  one 
whom  he  adored  with  all  the  heart’s  idola- 
try, and  she  deserted  him.  Is  it  friend- 
ship ? There  was  one  of  all  the  world 
whom  he  trusted,  and  that  one  betrayed 
him.  Is  it  society?  The  smile  of  others’ 
happiness  appears  but  the  epitaph  of  his 
own.  Isitsolitude  ? Can  he  be  alone  while 
memory,  striking  on  the  sepulchre  of  his 
heart,  calls  into  existence  the  spectres  of 
the  past.  Shall  he  fly  for  refuge  to  his 
“ sacred  home  !”  Every  object  there  is 
eloquent  of  his  ruin  ! — Shall  he  seek  a 
mournful  solace  in  nis  children  ? There 
is  the  iittle  favorite  that  she  nursed,  and 
there  ; there  ; even  on  its  guileless  fea- 
tures; there  is  the  horrid  smile  ofithea- 
duiterer !” 

We  must  confess  that  unless  some- 
thing appeared  on  the  trial,  which  the 
reader  cannot  discover  in  the  speech  of 
Mr.  Phillips,  we  arc  at  a loss  for  a jus- 
tification of  the  verdict  which  the  jury 
gave  in  favor  of  the  adulterous  defen- 
dant. 

TRANSYLVANIA  UNIVERSITY. 

This  institution  has  long  laboured  un- 
der imputations  calculated  to  retard  ra- 
ther than  advance  its  prosperity. 

There  is  no  object  in  Kentucky  more 
-timately  blended  with  our  happiness 
and  character  as  a people,  than  tliis  in- 
stitution. 

Why  has  it  so  long  languished  ? The 
Legislature  of  our  country,  session  be- 
fore the  last,  publicly  investigated  the 
causes,  and  were  about  to  apply  c reme- 
dy adequate  to  the  evil,  but  were  pre- 
vented only  by  a sudden  adjournment. 

Indeed,  it  lias  been  asserted  upon  good 
authority,  that  this  adjournment  was 
advocated  and  hastened  by  the  federal 
minority  of  the  legislature  with  great  so- 
licitude ; and  when  effected,  it  was  view- 
ed as  a great  triumph  over  “ Lexington 
Democracy.” 

Wc  may  congratulate  ourselves  that 
Lexington  Democracy  has  become  the 
Democracy  of  Kentucky.  This  great 
noise  about  Lexington  and  its  political 
principles , has  re  acted  upon  the  Federal 
junto  that  raised  the  line  and  cry.  The 
People  in  their  real  Majesty,  the  Majes- 
ty of  “Free  Suffrage,”  have  risen  in 
their  strengh,  and  crushed  the  recently 
sanguine  hopes  of  federalism. 

We  cannot  but  felicitate  our  readers 
and  the  country  upon  th6  well  founded 
expectations  of  the  people  from  the  de- 
mocrtic  legislature  which  has  been  re- 
cently returned.  Amidst  the  great  va- 
riety of  matter  which  will  come  before 
thein,  our  University  will  be  one  of 
the  most  prominent. 

It  is  said  that  we  lost  Mr.  Holley  of 
Boston,  eventhough  a federalist,  after  hav- 
ing been  duly  elected  President  of  the  U- 
niversity  by  the  Trustees,  because  he  was 
thought  too  tolerant  for  a Christian  ; in 
other  words,  because  he  was  not  an  un- 
relenting sectarian.  We  lost  the  distin- 
guished, we  might  say  immortal  Judge 
Cooper  ; for  few  men  living  have  fairer 
claims  to  renown  with  posterity , be- 
cause he  was  not  a bigotted  sectarian, 
and  because,  perhaps,  too,  he  was  a re- 
publican. With  men  like  these,  at  the 
iieadof  our  University,  who  should  pre- 
scribe' limits  to  its  advancement  ? And 
why  has  it  not  been  thus  advanced  ? Why 
should  the  literary  characters  who  have 
visited  our  country,  speak  of  our  insti- 
tutions of  learning  as  “ withering  and 
perishing  It  is  because  of  bigotted 
sectarianism,  and  irttolcrant  political  pro- 
scription. To  be  tolerant  in  religion, 
ar.d  to  be  democratic  in  principle,  was 
sufficient  to  exclude  any  man  from  the 
head  of  our  University,  however  splen- 
did his  talents,  or  exalted  his  piety. 

Last  winter  was  twelve  months,  Mr. 
Francis  Johnson  from  Warren  county, 
and  Mr.  Crittenden,  our  present  Sena- 
tor of  the  United  States,  were  our  able 
advocates : they  were  the  advocates  of 
science : they  were  the  advocates  of  their 
country  : they  were  the  advocates  of  the 
youth  destined  to  give  laws  and  charac- 
ter to  the  West.  Wc  presume  our  re- 
presentative, Mr.  Breckinridge,  let  this 
subject  sleep  at  the  last  session  of  the  le- 
gislature because  he  was  hopeless  of 
success.  • 


We  understand  the  Trustees  of  t^e 
University  for  some  time  past,  have  been 
endeavouring  to  bolster  up  their  causa, 
by  (to  use  their  own  language)  compro- 
mising and  harmonising.  And  what  is 
this  harmonising  and  compromising  ? 
Nothing  more  nor  less  than  just  the  same 
harmonising  and  compromising  the  fed- 
eralists are  now  promising  Mr.  Monroe. 
Give  us  office;  give  us  power;  let  us 
rule,  ye  swinish  democrats,  and  then 
you  ’ will  be  clever  fellows.  Will  a 
proud,  independent,  republican  legisla- 
ture, look  on  and  tamely  submit  to  this  ? 

We  understand  a violent  effort  is  now 
making  to  electa  Mr.  Lindley  President 
of  the  University.  Without  prejudging 
tliis  gentleman,  it  is  sufficient  for  us  that 
lie  is  not  known,  and  has  not  a literary 
and  scientific  reputation,  which  should 
entitle  him  to  this  station.  We  under- 
stand, however,  that  he  is  of  the  religious 
and  political  faith  which  strongly  recom- 
mend, him  to  some  gentlemen  of  the 
board  of  trustees.  Without  Mr.  Lind- 
ley  could  take  charge  af  our  University 
with  the  approbation  anil  confidence  of 
the  community,  wc  presume  he  has  too 
great  regard  for  his  own  reputation  and 
quiet  to  take  it  otherwise.  Any  man 
who  is  used  merely  to  gratify  religious 
6r  political  intolerance,  will  find  his  lied 
not  a bed  of  roses  ; and  we  should  b- 
sorry  that  any  good  man  should  be  thus 
used.  Nor  is  it  in  this  way  that  the 
Trustees  can  redeem  themselves  with 
the  country,  and  rally  round  them  new 
confidence.  No,  gentiemen : Your 

course  mtist  be  liberal  and  magnanimous. 
You  must  seek  science,  virtue,  piety, 
talents,  not  shackled  by  that  religious  and 
political  intolerance  which  has  hitherto 
marked  your  coins;'. 

Wc  give  you 'these  timely  suggestions, 
that  you  may  not  deceive  yourselves,  as 
to  public  feeling ; that  you  may  know 
and  feel  that  every  eye  is  now  marking 
your'every  step  ; and  anxiously  waiting 
the  result  of  measures  which  av ill  either 
sink  or  exalt  the  character  oi  the  State. 
We  have  no.  individual  fecKivrs,  no  ani- 
mosities, to  gratify  ; our  hopes  and  our 
fears  are  only  for  the  good  or  ill  of  our 
country.  We  should  regret  to  wound 
the  feelings  of  any  man  ; nor  would  wc 
upon  any  consideration  take  aught  from 
Mr.  Lindley.  We  wish  the  advance- 
ment of  virtue  and  merit  every  where. 
But  it  is  sufficient  for  us  that  Mr.  Lind- 
ley lias  no  literary  reputation,  no  fame, 
which  should  exalt  him  to  the  head  of  our 
University.  Nor  would  we  be  under- 
stood as  expressing  or  entertaining  any 
other  than  the  most  profound  regard  for 
religion.  True  piety  will  ever  com- 
mand our  homage.  True  religion  points 
out  the  ways  ol  God  to  man  ; is  the  path 
to  peace  here,  and  to  Heaven  hereafter. 
We  adore  the  Saviour  who  died  that  all 
might  be  saved  wdio  would  believe  and 
seek  redemption  in  the  sincerity  of faith. 
Ours  is  not  the  religion  which  proclaims, 
“ adopt  our  sectarian  formula,  or  ever- 
lasting perdition  is  your  lot.”  Nor 
should  this  be  the  religion  which  should 
animate,  enlighten  and  dignity  a public 
institution  of  leirninr". 

MEXICO. 

From  New -Orleans,  under  date  of 
September  13,  we  have  some  gratifying 
Mexican  intelligence.  It  was  extracted 
from  a despatch  of  Apodaca,  dated  Ju- 
ly 29,  to  the  Spanish  cabinet,  intercept- 
ed at  sea  by  the  patriot  brig  Calypso.  Af- 
ter lamenting  the  success  of  Mina,  the 
vice-roy  supposes  him  to  be  at  the  head 
of  7000  men ; and  it  appears  that  the 
people  arc  flocking  from  all  quarters  to; 
join  his  standard.  General  Mina  having 
intercepted  a convoy  of  1,300,000  dol- 
lars, and  learning  that  these  funds  were 
the  property  of  several  individuals,  is- 
sued a proclamation,  in  which  he  declar- 
ed that  he  was  not  in  arms  against  the 
people, 'but  against  “the  beloved  Fer- 
dinand,” and  that  all  those  concerned  in 
the  business,  might  recover  their  money 
in  hiscamp,  giving  proof  of  their  claim.' 
They  came,  and  the  money  was  refunded, 
to  them.  The  vice-roy  solicits  great! 
reinforcements,  stating  that  he  distrusts 
the  troops  under  his  command,  as  Minaj 
possesses  great  talent  in  inducing  them 
to  desert.  General  Torres  hasformed  a 
junction  with  Mina.  The  regiment  of 
Ferdinand  VII.  had  gone  over  to  him 
with  all  its  arms  and  effects.  A Mexi- 
can Congress  had  been  called,  and  Mina 
named  general  in  chief.  It  appears  that 
at  the  date  of  the  vice-roy’s  despatch, 
Mina  was  near  Uanaxuato,  about  30 
leagues  from  Mexico.
